Washington, D. C., December 10.—(Spe- 
eial.)\—The house of representatives by 
formal resolution has instructed its ju- 
diciarv committee to investigate the 
charges against United States District 
Judge Charles Swayne, of Florida, with 
a view to possible impeachment. This ac- 
tion was taken after a two hours debate 
in which a number of the leaders on the 
republican side manifested a disposition 
to muddy the waters by supporting a mo- 
tion to refer the resolution of investi- 
gation to a committee where it could 
have béen smothered. 

The resolution was introduced by Judge 
Lamar, the new representative from 
Florida, and had-as its basis resolutions 
adopted by tlie, Fiotida legislature last 
August. S 

Judge Lamar. Mr. Clayton, of Alabama, 
and Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, led the 
fight for the adoptién of the impeach- 
ment resolution, while General Grosvenor, 
of Ohio. Mr. Payne, of New York, Mr. 
Lacey, of Iowa, and other republican 
leaders, supported Mr. Lacey's motion to 


refer. The case was so well handled Dy | 


Judge Lamar and his fellow democrats 
that a large number of republicans voted 
with them and the original resolution was 
adopted. The details of this case are fa- 
miliar to readers of The Constitution, 
this being the first paper to fully pre- 
sent them at the time the matter was 
under consideration at Tallahassee. 

The first of- the appropriation bills—the 
pension bill—was reported to the house 
today, and notice was given that it will 
be called up tomorrow for consideration.

Those against” ranDehmen in- 
clude true bills against Bartlett Rich- 
ards, president of the Nebraska Land and 
Feeding Company; W. G. Constock, vice 
president of the same company, and Sec- 
retary Charles C. Jameson, all of Ells- 
worth, Nebr., and Formeér State Senator 
Frank M. Currie, a large individual cat- 
tle owner of Broken Bow, Nebr. 

The foreman of the grand jury stated 
to the court that it would later have a 
supplementary report, and it is stated this 
addition will include several more in- 
dictments. 

The indictment against Former State 
Senator Lowe contains two counts, and 
charges conspiracy to violate section 1881 
of the revised statutes by conspiring’ to 
bribe Senator Charles H. Dietrich by 
acting as intermediary in the payment 
of $400 in consideration of which J. B. 
Billings, who at the time of the alleged 
transactions was postmaster at Alma, 
Nebr., was to receive the recommenda- 
tion by the senator for reappointment. 
One of the counts charges the payment of 
$100 and the other of $300. 

The evidence on which Lowe was in- 
dicted is sald to have been given by J. 
P. Billings, former postmaster at Alma. 
It was to the effect that when he applied 
to Senator Dietrich for reappointment, 
he was told that State Senator Lowe had 
been given the priivlege of naming the 
postmaster at Alma, and that a recom- 
mendation would receive his (Senator 
Dietrich’s) indorsement.

CASE BY CITY 


Mandamus Suit Against 
Comptroller General Fin- 
ally Decided. 


The supreme court yesterday affirmed 
the decision of Judge Lumpkig in Fulton 
Superior court in the case brought by 
the city of Atlanta against Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright for mandamus to 
compel him to charge the method of 
assessing for taxatiop~the property of 
railroads within tne/limits of the munici- 


pality. 

The contention of the city was, in ef- 
fect, that the property in the city limits 
being more valuable than the roadbed 
and right of way in the country, should 
not be assessed for taxation as so much 
right of way, but should be assessed 
separately as real estate, and at real 
estate values, The cbject of this was to 
secure larger returns for the celty, and 
consequently more taxes. 

Judge Lumpkin decided the case against 
the city, holding that the assessments 
had been made by the comptroller gen- 
era] in accordance with the statute, and 
the supreme court yesterday affirmed 


this decision. 

Under the present system the railroad 
right of way within the city limits is 
included simply as a part of the whole 
right of way, and the appointment of 
taxes is made On a mileage basis. The 
Only remedy the city has now is to ap- 
ply to the legislature for a change in 
the law defining of what the right of 
way shall consist, and providing that 
all other property belonging to the rail- 
roads within the city limits . shall be 
returned On a real estate basis. Of 
course the country counties would pro- 
test against this since it would reduce the 
amount of taxes they would receive from 
these corporations. 

What the City Contends. 

The contention of the municipal au- 
thorities of Atlanta is that the operation 
of the amendment to the Glenn Dill, 
under which railroad property is returned 
for taxatién, is rendered ineffective by 
the manner in whitch Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright proceeds and by the decision 
of the supreme court which was handed 
down yesterday. 

‘Our case is ended,” said City Atorney 
Mayson yesterday. ‘We shall make no 
other move The part of the decision of 
the supreme court which decides the case 
is as follows: 

**But the proportion which the value 
of the property situated in 
those municipalities bears to the 
value of the entige property is uwun- 
der the statute, determined by 
the return and cannot be altered by 
the comptroller geeral.’

“Tt would thus result that the valua- 
tion of the track bed of one county would 
necessarily differ very much from the 
valuation of the same number of miles 
in another county.’ 

“Now these are the arguments used by 
Senator Bacon, who opposed the passage 
of the Glenn bill. The dill was adopted,

his charming soclal qualities. 

The news of the death of Justice 
Lewis was received with deep regret by 
his many friends here, and particularly 
at the capitol, where he was perhaps 
best known among the officials of the 
state house with whom he was so long 
associated. 

Judge Lewis was a member of the 
national democratic convention of 188-4 
and of 1896, and it was as a member of 
the latter, representing the state at 
large, that he sprang into national prom- 
inence by his speech placing in nomina- 
tion as the democratic candidate for 
president William Jennings Bryan, of 
Nebraska. Following Judge Lewis’ 
speech om that occasion, it will be re- 
called that there was a stampede to 
Bryan, and his nomination was soon 
no opposition. 

His appointment to the supreme bench 
of Georgia followed soon after this, in 
1897, when Justice Spencer R. Atkinson 
resigned to aceept the appointment as 
rnilroad commissioner. Ife was ap- 
pointed by. Governor Atkinson, and fol- 
lowing that was elected for the full term 
of six years by the people. As a mem- 
ber of the supreme bench he was one 
of its hardest workers, untiring in his 
research and delving to the very bottom 
of any case that was assigned to him 
for opinion and decision. It was this un- 
remitting devotion to his work on ‘the 
bench that finally undermined his h#alth 
and necessitated his retirement from the 
supreme court in October, 1902. He was 
succeeded by Judge John S. Candler. 
Following his retirement he spent some 
time in the north in search of health and 
finally retired to his home in Greens- 
boro.

His Early Life. 

Justice Lewis was born at Oxford. Ga., 
October 21, 1847, and was the son of 
Colonel and Mrs. Miles W. Lewis. Fol 
lowing his early education he went to 
College, Oxford, from where he 
18709.

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The Washington Post’s Error. 

' It is not often that we find the wits 

of our valued contemporary, The 
Washington Post, “gone wool-gather- 
ing,” but in an article reprinted on 
this page it will be seen that The 
Post has been misled into believing 
that the highly prosperous little c.ty 
of Fitzgerald, in this state, is a negro 
colony. 

The Post says thai it has high au- 
thority for its statement, but the fact 
is that the town of Fitzgerald was set- 
tled by a colony of Grand Army of the 
Republic men from Indiana and other 
northern and western states. The 
founder of the colony, through the co- 
operation of ex-Governor Northen and 
others of this state, brought the old 
union veterans to Irwin county and 
settled them where they now are and 
where they have built up the modern 
and prosperous city of which The 
Post has drawn none too fervid a 
picture. 

We have here in Georgia plenty of 
land and welcome for other such colo- 
nies. The old soldiers of the union ar- 
mies have made good and patriotic 
citizens and have found no difficulty 
in making themselves persona grata 
to those who wore the gray and who 
are their cordial and delighted neigh- 
bors.

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Cotton-Raising Philanthropists. 

Once more the newspapers east and 
south are discussing the question of 
high priced cotton with renewed evi- 
dences of their ignorance of the true 
Situation. Some are. still foolish 
enough to believe that “the cliques” 
are doing all the devilment of putting 
cotton at 12 cents and forcing the 
mills to shut down production of cot- 
ton goods and reduce wages. This, 
too, in the face of the fact that every- 
bcdy with the slightest claim to being 
an authority has been predicting since 
July that cotton would sell at 12 cents 
and over before Christmas. That fact 
Was as inevitable on the face of the 
reports of sup} ly and demand as that 
fine gold would be bringing over $17 
the ounce at this same time. 

All along the future of cotton prices 
has been predicable on the basis of a 
short crop and a demand beyond sup- 
ply. What, then? Higher prices, of 
course, and those prices higher than 
the level of the larger crop of 1901-02. 
And that meant 12 cents or better. 

At the same time the southern plan- 
ters are lending a leaning ear 
to the wails of the eastern spin- 
ners. Those people have been 
SO generous to our cotton rais- 
ers and always labored so avund- 
antly to make good prices for our cot- 
ton that the southern planter feels in 
duty bound to help the good, generous 
mill men of the east out of their holes. 
So the southern planter, throwing 
aside his own chance to get 14 and 
15 cents for his cotton later on is now 
rushing it to market and dumping it 
out to the eastern brethren anywhere 
around 12 cents. The southern plan- 
ter is not a greedy man. He doesn’t 
want the earth—and not much of the 
fatness thereof. If he can only get 
12 cents for his cotton he is willing 
that the New Yorkers, the New Eng- 
landers and the old Englanders may 
have the rest of the good thing that 
is in cotton on its present position. 

Naturally we like to see our people 
show this generous feeling, this lack 


tof greed, this splendid repudiation of 


c mmercialism. It would be almost 
too great a violation of our traditional 
southern patriotism and generosity to 
want al] that is coming to us out of 
the cotton crop. 

Doubtless, then, we are wise to 
stick to the altruistic policy that has 
always kept us poor and our neigh- 
bors rich. At any rate, when we shall 
be able éo prove up at the judgment 
that we eagerly sold our great staple 
crop to our brethren at 12 cents, 
when it was ready to go right up to 
14 and 15 cents per pound, we shall 
have part in reward of Joseph 
who saved corn in kgypt against the 
poverty of his father and brethren. 

It is not the speculators, nor the 
statistical position of cotton, that ac- 
counts for the present situation. It is 
only the wholesale eager desire of

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Business Outlook in Cuba. 

According to advices from United 
States Consu] Baehr, who is stationed 
at Cienfugos, there is ample warrant 
for the claim that the new reciprocity 
treaty will open the way for a sub- 
stantial increase in American trade. 

Consul Baehr finds the most friend- 
ly feeling toward the United States on 
the part of the business classes of 
Cubans. “I think I am safe in say- 
ing,” he writes in his report to the de- 
partment of commerce, “that nine- 
tenths of the merchants and planters 
of Cuba regard the United States as 
their logical trading ground, desiring 
to find there a remunerative market 
for their leading staples and equally 
desirous of buying there the manu- 
factured articles and other necessi- 
ties needed in the development of 
their country. The people of Cuba 
are hoping and trusting that the re- 
ciprocal trade relations between the 
two countries will soon become a real- 
ity, thereby: giving a stimulus to the 
present and prospective industries of 
Cuba, which thus far since the 
achievement of their independence 
has been distinctly lacking. Certain 
privileges accorded Cuban products 
while Cuba remained a colony of 
Spain terminated when the political 
Separation took place, and the peopie 
now turn to the United States as tneir 
natural coadjutor in their efforts to 


| place the industries of their 
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country | 
upon a firmer and more prosperous 
basis than they have ever been in the 
past.” 

While it is, of course, true that the 
people of the United States feel most 
kindly toward. Cuba and hope for 
her prosperity, our greatest interest 
in Cuban reciprocity lies in the mar- 
ket which will be opened up for 
American goods. What Mr. Baebr says 
about the feeling of the people in the 
section of Cuba which has come under 
his immediate observation is undoubt- 
edly true of the island as a whole. 

It is interesting in this connection 
to note that Mr. Baehr does not tase 
the pessimistic view of American bus- 
iness methods which is very often 
found in the reports of consuls who 
seem to see great virtue in the meth- 
ods of European merchants. While it 
is true that English and German 
houses doing business with foreign 
countries are in the habit of extending 
longer credits than is usual witn 
American exporters whose business is 
shaped according to domestic meth- 
ods, this inducement, in the opinion 
of Mr. Baehr, is fully offset by the 
greater promptness of the Americans 
in filling orders. The claim that Eu- 
ropean merchants pack their goods 
better is entireiy: dispelled, so far as 
Cuba is concerned, the merchants 
there agreeing that while there may 
be room for improvement, American 
goods are almost invariably packed 
with greater care and received in bet- 
ter condition than those from Ger 
many and other European countrics. 

All of which augurs that the Ameri- 
can merchants may be relied upon to 
fully meet the requirements of the 
Cuban trade. The trade is there, the 
sentiments of the people are most 
friendly, and under the new conditions 
that trade should be practically mo- 
opolized by the merchants and manu- 
facturers of this country. In a large 
measure this means the merchants 
and the manufaciurers of the southern 
states... They should not only control 
the cotton goods market, wut with 
proper work can gecure control in 
other lines.

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What of the Isle of Pines? 

There seems to be no small amount 
of justice back of the protest of Amer- 
icans living upon the Isle of Pines 
against the ratification of the pending 
treaty which cedes sovereignty over 
that island to the republic of Cuba. 
In the treaty of peace with Spain, the 
final determination of the question of 
sovereignty over this island was re- 
served for future negotiation between 
this government and Cuba, or for such 
action as the United States might de- 
sire to take. A treaty was subse- 
quently negotiated under the terms of 
which it is to go to Cuba, and that is 
now pending before the senate for rat- 
ification. 

During the period of military occu- 
pancy of Cuba, American citizens 
whose attention had been drawn to 
the possibilities of this little island 
addressed communications to the war 
department and received some sort of 
agsurances that the island would cer- 
tainly belong to the United States. 
Acting on the strength of these as- 
surances, a number of Americans 
have invested in lands there, until, it 
is understood, they own a majority of 
the island. 

There is quite an American colony. 
The first desire of these people is, 
naturally, to remain under the Amer- 
ican flag. They are convinced that 
not only their personal comforts, but 
their property rights will be more. se- 
cure if the island is American terri- 
tory than if it is made a part of the 
Cuban republic, with which it has no 
real connection. It is true that under 
the Spanish regime the Isle of Pines 
was governed from Havana, but that 
was merely done as a matter of con- 
venience to the Spanish authorities. 
The Isle of Pines is not at all depend- 
ent upon Cuba, and such commercial 
relations as it has are not to any great 
extent with Cuba. Since such a large 
American interest has developed 
there, the relationship is even less 
close than it was during the days o? 
Spanish government. 

The residents on the Isle of Pines, 
natives as well as Americans, have 
hoped that the United States would 
retain jurisdiction over the island; 
failing in that, they have certainly 
felt they had the right .to expect that 
their interests would be safeguarded in 
every way should the’ sovereignty 
eventually go to Cuba. Several 
months ago, when they were first in- 
formed that they were to be made 
Cubans instead of Americans, they 
asked that in the treaty certain much 
needed reforms in the government of 
the island would be . provided for. 
These include the establishment of an 
efficient local administration, with 
proper judicial tribunals, a port of 
entry, at least one American school, 
and also the transfer of insular land 
records from Cuba to the capital of 
the island. It is now claimed that 
these deman_s are not provided for in 
the treaty negotiated at Havana and 
Minister Squiers is being criticised by 
the Americans on the island for what 
they call his neglect of their interests. 

While there may be two sides to the 
case, enough has béen shown to war- 
rant a thorough investigation of the 
question.

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A Specimen Negro Colony. 
(From The Washington Post. 


Apropos of schemes for deporting ne- 
groes to Africa and colonizing them in 
a country where they cannot possibly 
develop or advance in any wholesome 
way—all of which schemes we cordially 
antagonize—it may interest the friends 
and helpers of the race to hear some- 
thing about the Fitzgerald colony in 
southern Georgia, 

A few years ago, according to the 
statement before us—and it is verified 
on high authority—Mr, P, H. Fitzgerald, 
of Indianapolis, led to Irwin county, 
Georgia, a few thousand negroes whom 
he had gathered in Indiana, Illinois and 
Missouri. He provided farms for euch 
as wished them, and he also jJaid out a 
town for those in whom the gregarious 
instinct prevailed. Today all the Fitz- 
gerald colonists are prosperous and con- 
tented. The farms are well and profit- 
ably tilled. The town has qa population 
of 3,500 and taxable values amounting 
to $1,355,837. The negroes are acquir- 
ing 4n independence, making homes 
for themselves and bécoming good and 
useful] citizens. There is no clamoring 
for “recognition.” They have obtained 
it by legitimate means, on the score 
of their own merits and achieve- 
ments. They are respected, they enjoy 
the protection of the laws. Moreover, 
they have found that opportunity always 
awaits these who seek it In lawful ways, 
however cunningly it may elude the ig- 
norant and shiftless and incendiary, who 
think to find it in oratory and agitation. 

Commenting upon the Fitzgerald col- 
ony, The Lynchburg News says: 

“The succesy of the experiment has 
stimulated other efforts along the same 
line. Mr. Fitzgerald, president of the 
Fitzgerald Investment Company, is or- 
ganizing another company of ten _thou- 
sang citizens of the northwest, which 
he expects to lead to south Georgia jin 
the spring of 1904, where they will pur- 
chase lands, make homes for themsefves 
and engage in many es of business. 
The significance of this movement may 
be easily appreciated, The new settlers 
wil] write back to their friends and de- 
scribe the favorable conti with 
which they are surreunded, the mild 
climate, the well-wafered and fertile soil, 
the variety ef marketable products, and 
the comparative cheapness of land, The 
emigration movement from the north- 
west to the south may be expected to 
go on in continually increasing volume 
for some years to come until the waste

Uniform classification of freight for the 
entire country is said to be a dream that 
is vanishing, Instead of growing more 
real with the passing of the years. State 
railroad commissioners of this and al- 
most every other commonwealth have 
attempted to have such classification put 
into effect, and the interstate commerce 
commission has tried its hand on the 
subject, but all to no evaikh It Seems 
that no agreement that is worth any- 
thine can ever be reached on this vital 
subject. The southern states have a 
separate classification from that of any 
other section, and one that is said to 
conform more closely to the needs of 
this territory than any other. Traffic 
managers of the varlous lines state that 
they do not consider such an arrange- 
ment as a uniform classification practica- 
ble, and therefore do not favor it now, 
although for many years they tried every 
means to secure such classification. What 
the future of the matter will be no one 
ean tell, The southern classification 
committee looks after the interest of the 
roads south of tne Potomac and Ohlo 
rivers and east of the Mississippi river, 
but there is nothing compulsory or even 
general in the whole matter, and the

WAR 1S COMINC 
WITH GERMANY 


$0 General MacArthur is Quot- 
ed as Predicting, 


Believes That German Interests in 
South America Are So Great 
That an Armed Conflict 
with the United States 
Is Certain. 


Honolulu, December 1!10.—Major Gen- 
eral MacArthur, during the military con- 
ference, gaid that, in all probability, war 
wil] take place between the United States 
and Germany in the near future, which 
makes the Hawaiian National Guard of 
national importance. The Pan-German 
doctrine is growing among German- 
Americans, few of whom volunteered in 
the war with Spain. He believes that 
German interests are growing to such 
an extent in South America that the 
strain upon the Monroe doctrine will 
eventually result in a conflict, Hawaii 
being a strategic point, no nation, he 
says, will make any attempt upon the 
shore line of the Pacific states until 
the capture of the Hawailan islands had 
been effected. 

Pan-Germanic Doctrine. 

This statement of Major General Mac- 
Arthur has just been made public 
through the report of Colone] Jones to 
Governor Carter. 

Colonel Jones’ report quotes General 
MacArthur as saying that the Paft-Ger- 
manic .doctrine which ig being spread 
throughout the world is being fostered 
and propagated by the imperial] govern- 
ment in every possible way. It is strong- 
est and getting stronger wherever Ger- 
man people settle, even among Germans 
who have beer citizens of the United 
States for years. 

In connection therewith one fact can- 
not be overlooked, to-wit: 

There were few Germans in the Amer- 


ican army during the war with Spain, 


so few, indeed, that the presence of a 


German was noted ag being a rare oc- | 


currence, 

The theater of Operations {sg changing 
Sradually into the Pacific. The German 
people are multiplying very rapldly and 
emigrating in large numbers, the tide of 
emigration being directed by the Ger- 
man government toward South America. 
The manufactured products of the Ger- 
man empire overbalance their consump- 
tion, so that a market has to be Secured 
for the surplus, The known policy of 
the emperor is to acquire colonies which 
will provide markets for such overpro- 
duction and places to which the tide of 
emigration shall be directed for strength- 
ening the fatherland. 

Germany in South America. 

Throughout al! South American coun- 
tries the Germans | are @dvancing in 
commercia] power and prestige. The 
conclusion seems inevitable that the tn- 


wnere today there are large colonies 
numbering hundreds of thousands, pre- 
sage another straining’ of the Monroe 
doctrine and fn alj probability a contest 
of arms between that power and the 
United States in the near future, in 
which event no one can forecast the 
attitude of England and other European 
powers. Therefore, it is the duty of the 
federal) government to make itsel¢ as 
strong as possible, so as to be able to 
care for itself in any emergency, No 
nation or number of nations wil] be in 
m position to make an attack on the Pa- 
cifle coast without first capturing these 
islands, 

Genera! MacArthur says the report 
does not correctly represent his views 
in any particular and utterly misrepre- 
Sents them in some, Otherwise, he has 
nothing to say. 

Colonel Jones is surprised at the pub- 
lication, and says that General MacAr- 
thur’s expressions made during a social 
conversation were intended to empha- 
size the need of strength in the isolated 
islands. 

Statement Is Discredited8 

San Francisco, Cal., December 10.—Ma- 
jor General MacArthur, who quoted 
in a cable dispatch from Honolulu as 
predicting a war between the United 
States and Germany, has not returned to 
this city. At army headquarters, it was 
stated today that he was not expected 
back ffom Honolulu until about Christ- 
mas, though he may come on the Sher- 
man, due in a few days. 

Referring to the statement attributed 
to General MacArthur, which it appears 
was transmitted to-Governor Carter by 
Colonel Jones, of the Hawaiian militia, 
a high militia officer said today: 

“T cannot believe that General MacAr- 
thur made the prediction attributed té 
him. It is quite possible that in confer- 
ring with the fortifications board which 
recently met in Hronolulu he may have 
incidentally referred to the possibility of 
war with some foreign power as an 4ar- 
gument in favor of properly defending 
the Hawalian islands, which, as evefry- 
body knows, are very important strate- 
gically. By way of illustration, he may 
have mentioned Germany as a growing 
sea and commercia! power, but he fs too 
experienced an officer and diplomat to 
make the rash statement with which he 
is credited.”’ 

Other army officers expressed similar 
views, and all are confident that General 
MacArthur would make a prompt and en- 
tirely satisfactory explanation.

The doctor concluded with a touching 
incident of a poor Eskimo, brought from 
Greenland to Boston, who had never been 
ill in his life.

TO DISCUSS 
BOLL WEEVIL 


Special Session of Louisiana 
Legislature—Messageof 
Governor. 


New Orleans, December 10.—Governor 
Heard, in his message to the special ses- 
$i0n of the legislature, which convened 
at Baton Rouge today, in conformity 
with the sentiment expressed at the con- 
vention held in this city on the Ist inst., 
for the purpose of disoussing the boll 
Weevi] situation and passing necessary 
laws to check the evil, said: 

“The weevil first coming from Mexico, 
has now spread across the state of Texas 
and this year has injured the cotton crop 
of that state, according to various es- 
timates, from $15,000,000 to $50,000,000. 
If a check is not found it is only a 
question of time when Louisiana and 
the entire cotton belt will become a 
prey to its ravages. As to the laws to 
be passed by the special session, a sep- 
arate board of commissioners’ with 
plenary powers may be appointed or 
the state board of agriculture may be 
authorized to carry into effect any laws 
that may be passed. Ma own opinion 
is that the work may be done by creat- 
ing a board ef commissioners, composed 
of the commissioner of agriculture, the 
director of the experiment stations, the 
State entomologist and two prominent 
and practical cotton planters.’’ 

No suggestion as to the nature of the 


‘legislation needed is made in the mes- 


Sage. A Dill has been prepared and will 
be introduced this afternoon.

BAKER COUNTY — 


— WINS ITS FIGHT 


County Line Case Declded 
by Secretary of State 
Phil Cook, 


Secretary of State Phil Cook yester- 
day decided the county line dispute be- 
tween Baker and Early county in favor 
of the former. - Secretary Cook’s decision 
does not establish any particular county 
line, but puts the matter back where it 
originally stood, and either county can 
demand a new survey If it desires. 

The survey upon which this decision 
of the secretary of state is based was 
made in August, 1902, by O. H. Shef- 
field, who was appointed for the purpose 
of surveying the line for Governor Cand- 
ler. Mr. Sheffield found two lines about 
1,000 feet apart at one end and 600 feet 
&part at the other. In al) about 1,000 
acres were involved between these two 
lines, Mr. Sheffield's survey was in fa- 
vor of Early county, giving that county 
the jJand between these lines. 

Secretary Cook’s decision simply sets 
aside this survey and leaves the matter 
exactly where it stood before the survey 
was made, If a line is now to be estab- 
lished a new suryey will have to be made. 

Following is Secretary Cook’s decision: 

“Baker. County v. Early County—In re 
Disputed Boundary Line.—State of Geor- 
gia, Office of SecTeta?y of State, Atlanta, 
Ga., December 10, 1903.—The above case 
in Which the boundary line between the 
counties of Baker and Early was dis- 
puted, having betn heard on the 4th day 
of December, !903, @nd both parties 
having made due appearance, and after 
hearing the evidénce and argument of 
counsel, it appears that there is consid- 
erable doubt as to the correctness of 
the survey Which defines the boundary 
line between the said counties of Baker 
and Early. It is, therefore, ordered and 
adjudged that the report and plat of O. 
H. Sheffield, survevor, filed in this of- 
fice August !7, 1903, fixing and defining 
said boundary, .be overruled and set 
aside,

Washington, December 1!0.—Returns to 
the chief of the bureau of statistics from 
the department of agriculture indicate 
that the newly seeded area of winter 
wheat is about 32,000.000 acres, a de- 
crease Of 6 per cent from the Grea esti- 
mated to have been sowed in the fall of 
1902. The condition of winter wheat on 
December |! was 86.6, as compared with 
99.7 in 1902, 86.7 in 1901, and a nine year 
average of 92.7.
